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Massive clean up efforts begin for tornado victims 

The aerial shot above only shows a small fraction of the damage the F4 tornado did to homes in the Peach Grove area along KY 154. KY 10 was also hit hard as were side roads off both of these major highways, 
Fardo, Mays, Little Plummer, Fisher, and Shaw Goetz Road. Pendleton County Director of Emergency Management Mike Moore has given some initial damage assessments of residences: A total of 221 homes 
had damage and of that 79 had major damage, 72 minor damage, 70 moderate damage. Many barns and other structures were destroyed and farm livestock killed. It's estimated that approximately 750 people 
were affected. Ten people sheltered the first night at Butler Baptist Church. Pendleton County school buses transported them there. Outstanding teamwork has been displayed in the emergency response. Northern 
Pendleton Fire District, Pendleton County Ambulance Service, Falmouth Fire Department, Pendleton County Sheriff’s Office, Falmouth Police Department. Pendleton County Search and Rescue, American Red 
Cross, Pendleton County Road Department, Pendleton County Emergency Management, and Pendleton County 911 Dispatch were all involved in rescue and recovery operations. The 911 reverse call made to 
residents in this area certainly warned them and saved their lives.

feel like a damp sponge). 

A well-functioning compost 
pile will heat up to between 90°F 
to 140°F at the center. In this 
warm environment, microbes 
thrive and start breaking down 
the materials. Turning the com¬ 
post as it decomposes will help it 
break down faster, but it's not 
required. You can turn the pile 
whenever it begins to feel cool to 
the touch. 

Within a few weeks, you 
should have some rich compost. 
(If you don't turn it, it will take a 
few months.) Finished compost 
should be dark brown, resemble 
soil, and have an earthy smell. 

Smell is a concern to those 
who haven't composted before. If 
your compost pile has an offen¬ 
sive small, like ammonia or sul¬ 
fur, it's not working properly. It 
likely doesn't have enough oxy¬ 
gen, so you need to turn it. 

Here are some compostable 
items: 

• Hay 

• Straw 

• Dried leaves 

• Dried grasses 

• Lawn clippings 

• Vegetable scraps 

• Egg shells 

• Coffee grounds 

• Green garden debris 

Never compost: 

• Greasy foods 

• Diseased plants 

• Meat or bones 

• Human, dog or cat waste 

• Noxious weeds

The property shall be sold upon the following terms and conditions: 

1) The purchaser shall be required to pay ten percent (10%) of the purchase price on the date of the sale, to apply on the purchase price; 

2) The balance of the purchase price shall be due and payable, in cash or certified funds, within sixty (60) days from the date of sale; 

3) The purchaser shall be required to execute a bond, with good and sufficient surety thereon for the unpaid balance of the purchase price, said 
bond to bear interest at the rate of twelve percent (12%) per annum from the date of sale, until paid;

8) Possession of the subject property shall be given to the purchaser upon confirmation of Commissioner’s sale, and the Defendants or any persons 
claiming through them shall have vacated the premises by that time; and 

9) Said property shall be sold subject to: 

a) Assessments for public improvements levied against the subject property, 

b) Existing zoning ordinances, statutes, laws or regulations; 

c) Any facts which an accurate survey or inspection of the property may disclose.

Charles Lamont Conrad, rotary president, 1956-57

Charles L. Conrad was born 
24 April, 1888 on Short Creek in 
Pendleton County, one of 15 
children born to Frank W. and 
Emma Monroe Conrad. He died 
4 January, 1984 at the Baptist 
Home in Louisville. He first mar¬ 
ried 2 December, 1921 Ruth 
Zachery in Bassein, Burma, and 
they had two children, Charles 
Lamont Jr. and Florence. All 
three predeceased Mr. Conrad in 
death. He second married Emma- 
line Arnold Galloway in June, 
1963. 

Licensed to preach at eighteen 
at the Short Creek Baptist 
Church, he preached at many 
churches in Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee while a student at Carson- 
Newman College. But, the esca¬ 
lating war clouds in Europe and 
elsewhere pulled him away from 
his preaching. He served with the 
French in World War II as a vol¬ 
unteer under the International 
YMCA. After two years of service 
in 1917-18, he was awarded a 
bronze medal by the French gov¬ 
ernment for good services ren¬ 
dered. 

In 1919, the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society appoint¬ 
ed Reverend Conrad to serve in 
India, and he transferred to 
Burma in 1921. There, he super¬ 
vised 94 churches with a mem¬ 
bership of 9,525 as well as a high 
school of 500 students. Charles 
L. taught himself basic medicine, 
and with his wife, was able to 
treat some of the common ill¬ 


nesses in the villages where they 
served. The Burmese government 
regarded his work highly, not 
only for the medical assistance 
but also for his educational efforts 
and his support of local law 
enforcement personnel. 

But Japan invaded Burma in 
December, 1941. They wanted 
to cut the Burma Road which was 
the chief supply route from the 
United States and Great Britain 
to China. Japan was also inter¬ 
ested in Burma’s rich natural 
resources, including oil, rice and 
tin. 

Charles Lamont evacuated his 
wife to Calcutta, India, but was 
blocked later from joining her by 
the invading Japanese. He was 
forced northward along the 
Irrawaddy River into the moun¬ 
tains that separated Burma from 
India and climbed a mountain 
range over 8000 feet in elevation. 
Contracting malaria en route, he 
was found 171 miles later, sick 
and delirious, and was taken to a 
Baptist Hospital in Gauhati, 
India where he recuperated suffi¬ 
ciently to join his wife, Ruth, in 
Calcutta. 

After the conclusion of World 
War II, they returned to Burma 
and had to flee again in 1949, 
this time from the Chinese Com¬ 
munists. They returned to the US 
where he served the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
for four years, traveling exten¬ 
sively throughout our nation 
until his retirement in 1953. 

But, Reverend Conrad was 


not finished. He moved back to 
Falmouth and was elected state 
representative and is generally 
credited for securing our Kincaid 
Regional Park. According to Mr. 
Orman W. Conrad Jr., a com¬ 
memorative stone, located just 
inside the Park, attests to his role. 
Orman said that his great uncle 
served only one term, dissuaded 
by corruption and compromise 
that prevailed in the state legisla¬ 
ture. 

Rev. Conrad is also generally 
acclaimed for his efforts in estab¬ 
lishing the Pendleton County 
Library which is thriving today 
with a new building soon to 
begin where a manufacturing 
plant formerly stood, just off US 
27. 

In addition to being a mem¬ 
ber of Falmouth Rotary, he was a 
freemason, a member of the 
Pendleton County Farm Bureau 
and was active in the Falmouth 
Baptist Church where he taught a 
women’s Sunday school class of 
40 when he was 80. 

Charles Lamont Conrad: 
strong, tough, and compassion¬ 
ate, he died at 95. An amazing 
man who spent his life helping 
others! Service before self!

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week

the time you 
are reading this 
over a week will 
have passed 
since the mon¬ 
ster tornadoes 
targeted many 
of our commu¬ 
nities. 1 want to 
tell the victims 
that you are not 
alone; Kentucky stands with you. 
The Red Cross has been over¬ 
whelmed with Kentuckians’ gen¬ 
erosity, so much so, that they are 
now asking for cash donations 
instead of material items. Having 
volunteered in both Pendleton 
and Campbell counties, I pray 
constantly that the Lord continue 
to provide strength to the people 
who have lost loved ones and pos¬ 
sessions and also for the first- 
responders and other citizens 
who have worked unfailingly in 
order to set right what nature has 
done her best to destroy. If you 
have any time you can volunteer 
or skills you can offer the rebuild¬

With the disaster weighing 
heavily on all our minds ana reel¬ 
ing from the testimonials of both 
constituents and legislators, the 


business of the Legislature con¬ 
tinued under a somber cloud. 
There are four bills I would like 
to briefly discuss. Senate Bill 88 
makes an allowance for Kentucky 
high school students earning 
Kentucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarship, or KEES, money. 
Currently, students who transfer 
from an eligible to an ineligible 
non-public high school forfeit 
their KEES earnings. This bill 
would allow them to keep the 
KEES funds they earn while at 
the eligible school as long as they 
obtain a high school diploma or 
GED within two years of their 
presumed graduating class. 

Senate Bill 58 addresses an 
increase in hospital emergency- 
room violence. Similar to the 
exception made for misdemeanor 
shoplifting and domestic-violence 
situations, the bill would allow 
police officers to make an arrest, 
based on probable cause alone, 
for misdemeanor assault occur¬ 
ring in an emergency room. 
Under current law, the police 
officer would have to witness the 
crime before being allowed to 
make an immediate arrest. 

Senate Bill 157 aims to clarify 
the wording of administrative 
regulations. It provides for greater 
transparency and accountability 
of the many regulations that 
oftentimes bedevil small busi¬ 
nesses. 

In an effort to give the Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural Finance Cor¬ 
poration more lending power, 
Senate Bill 108 gained unani¬ 
mous support. The measure 
increases the maximum loan 
amount for established farmers 
(those who have owned a farm for 
at least a decade) fivefold, from 
the current $1 million to $5 mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Finally, the House passed their 
budget proposal. As I have dis¬ 
cussed, small budget groups have 


been meeting for several weeks 
now in anticipation. I have begun 
to review the document and 
while, as of this writing, I haven’t 
delved into all of the details of 
this 288 page document, it is our 
understanding that the debt level 
is at 6.8% of General Fund reve¬ 
nues. This is a matter of great 
concern to me. It is my hope that 
the House would consider Senate 
Bill 1 which we passed to cap the 
state’s debt at 6%. I will continue 
to keep you apprised of the situa¬ 
tion. 

We have 15 more days left. 
Please contact me with any ques¬ 
tions or concerns about these bills 
or any that we will be consider¬ 
ing.

Once again, 1 ask that you 
keep the many Kentuckians 
affected by the storms in your 
prayers.

I spoke with many residents 
who were trying to pick up the 
pieces. No story was more heart¬ 
warming than when I stopped at 
the home of Becky Howell on KY 
154 and saw her grandson and his 
fellow members of the George¬ 
town College football team help¬ 
ing with the cleanup. 

1 have spoken with county 
Judge/Executive Henry Bertram 
on several occasions, along with 
magistrates and other elected offi¬ 
cials, who have all worked togeth¬ 
er to restore services as quickly as 
possible and meet the many needs 
of the county.

tornado on 1-75 near Walton and 
thrown 100 feet into a wooded 
area. The destroyed vehicle 
was found the next morning. 
Her body was discovered not far 
from the wreckage. 

"She lived life to the fullest, 
never took anything for granted, 
and lived every day like you're 
supposed to," said Ressie Hall, a 
longtime friend and church fam¬ 
ily member. "She will be dearly 
missed by many." 

Courtney is survived by her 
husband of 15 years, John, and 
her two daughters, Olivia, nine, 
and Lily, seven. In addition, she 
leaves her mother, Sandra 
Pyron; brother, Lindsey (Col¬ 
leen) Pyron; sister, Carla Pyron; 
mother and father-in-law, Wil¬ 
liam and Judy Stephenson; as 
well as three nieces, three neph¬ 
ews, and extended family. 

Her brother, Lindsey, was 
the one to confirm her death 
after positive identification was 
made through police officers at 
the Piner Crisis Center and those 
on the scene of the disaster.

cent reduction in the next two 
years under the plan that Gover¬ 
nor Beshear proposed two 
months ago and that the House 
has largely agreed to accept. 

This budget, which now goes 
to the Senate for its consider¬ 
ation, continues to shield our 
most critical services. If all goes 
as planned, the Senate will final¬ 
ize its budget in the next several 
weeks, and a compromise will be 
sent to Governor Beshear by the 
end of the month. 

The bill to crack down on 
prescription drug abuse, mean¬ 
while, would move the state’s 
prescription-drug monitoring 
system, known as KASPER, from 
the Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office. The bill also would 
call on doctors and pharmacists 
to take part. 

By broadening the system and 
putting it in the hands of law 
enforcement, we will be better 
able to track those who improp¬ 
erly prescribe strong pain medi¬ 
cine and those who doctor shop. 
We in the House believe this is 
the best way to tackle a problem 
that kills more Kentuckians each 
year than auto accidents.

First Lady Jane Beshear 
joined community members in 
Falmouth on March 6 to 
announce a $500,000 Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) to help construct the 
new Pendleton County Public 
Library. 

President of the library board 
of directors Patrick Clore was 
master of ceremonies. President 
Clore paid tribute to library 
board member, Courtney Ste¬ 
phenson, who lost her life in a 
tornado, that struck Kenton 
County on March 2. Ms. Ste¬ 
phenson died on her way back 
from Indianapolis to her Pendle¬ 
ton County home. A golden 
shovel adorned with a black and 
gold ribbon stood in the earth at 
the site of the ground-breaking 
ceremony, symbolizing Court¬ 
ney’s dedication and passion for 
the new library’s creation. 

“Last week’s horrific storms 
brought tragedy to many com¬ 
munities and families across our 
state,” Mrs. Beshear said. “I 
know from the response of 
friends and family members, 
Pendleton County lost an enthu¬ 
siastic and dedicated wife, 
mother and friend in Courtney. 
She was a committed advocate 
for literacy and this library, and 
her spirit will truly live on in the 
completion of the project.” 

Commissioner of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Libraries 
Wayne Onkst spoke about the 
importance of libraries and the 
availability of knowledge. He 
said the new library would be 
part of a bright future for the 
community. He expressed his 
sadness in regard to the loss of 
Courtney Stephenson. 

"This ceremony was being 
held in honor of Courtney and 
was additionally significant 
because this was National Liter¬ 
acy Week. “Reading is an oppor¬ 


tunity to learn new lessons, 
explore unfamiliar places and 
gain new perspectives on the 
world around us,” said Mrs. 
Beshear. “Public libraries help 
make reading possible and more 
accessible to thousands of peo¬ 
ple of all ages, and I believe in 
the true value that this library 
will provide to Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty” 

Mrs. Beshear said that the 
opening and the development of 
young minds was very impor¬ 
tant in the state of Kentucky. 
She urged everyone to take time 
out to read to their children and 
grandchildren. 

Kentucky State Representa¬ 
tive Tom McKee addressed the 
gathering. He said that this was 
a bittersweet occasion. Repre¬ 
sentative McKee remarked the 
community could be very proud 
of the hard work and the dedica¬ 
tion of Courtney Stephenson 
and her fellow board members 
that was bringing about the cre¬ 
ation of the county’s new library. 

Pendleton County’s current 
library building is about half the 
recommended size that the com¬ 
munity library should be, 


according to the Kentucky 
Department for Libraries and 
Archives (KDLA). Additional¬ 
ly, the building is located in the 
floodplain and has sustained 
more than $1.5 million in flood 
damage. The community has 
offered strong support for the 
new library project, including a 
petition with more than 300 sig¬ 
natures and a resolution of sup¬ 
port from the city of Falmouth. 

After Tom McKee’s words a 
ground-breaking ceremony was 
conducted and a reception took 
place at the present library on 
Main Street in downtown Fal¬ 
mouth. 

The new Pendleton County 
Public Library will be double 
the size of the current building 
and provide expanded computer 
access, programming, materials 
and book collections for adults 
and children in the community. 
Unlike the current site, the new 
facility will be out of the flood- 
plain, incorporate energy saving 
features, be ADA accessibile 
and allow for future expansion.

PSC approve rate redesigns for Owen Electric 


Revenue-neutral changes 

DESIGNED TO PROMOTE ENERGY 
EFFICIENT PROGRAMS 

The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has approved 
a request by Owen Electric Coop¬ 
erative Corp. to alter its rate 
structure to more accurately 
reflect the cost of serving its resi¬ 
dential and small commercial 
customers. 

In approving the rates, the 
PSC said it agreed with Owen 
Electric that the restructuring will 
allow the distribution cooperative 
to maintain financial stability 
while stepping up efforts to 
encourage its customers to reduce 
energy usage. The PSC also 
approved a request by Owen 
Electric to offer optional rates 
that are designed to promote 
energy efficiency. 

The changes are designed to 
leave Owen Electrics total reve¬ 
nue unchanged. Bills for individ¬ 
ual customers will change some¬ 
what, depending on the amount 
of electric consumption, because 
the new rate structure allocates a 
larger portion of the total bill to 
the fixed monthly charge while 
reducing the amount charged for 
each kilowatt-hour of electricity 
consumed. 

The PSC, citing its long¬ 
standing adherence to the princi¬ 
ple that major rate restructuring 
should be done gradually, ordered 
that the new rates be phased in 
over the next three years. 

As a result, the monthly cus¬ 
tomer charge for residential users 
will increase from $11.30 to $20 
in three equal steps of $2.90 
spaced over the next three years. 
The charge will rise immediately 
to $14.20 and to $17.10 in 18 
months. The final increase to $20 
will leave the monthly charge at 
$5 less than proposed by Owen 
Electric. 


With each increase in the 
monthly charge, the per-kilowatt- 
hour charge (a kilowatt-hour is 
the amount of electricity used by 
a 100-watt light bulb in 10 hours) 
will decrease by the amount 
needed to leave overall revenue 
the same if total usage remains 
constant. For residential custom¬ 
ers, it will decline over three years 
from the current 8.81 cents per 
kilowatt-hour to 8.02 cents per 
kilowatt-hour. 

Rates for small commercial 
customers will also follow a simi¬ 
lar progression, with the monthly 
charge rising from the current 
$13.34 to $25 in three years. The 
final charge is $10 less than the 
amount requested by Owen Elec¬ 
tric. 

Owen Electric has about 
57,500 customers in nine coun¬ 
ties in north-central Kentucky. It 
is one of 16 cooperatives that 
own and purchase power from 
the East Kentucky Power Coop¬ 
erative Inc. 

In its application for the rate 
redesign, Owen Electric stated 
that the actual fixed monthly 
costs (those that do not vary with 
usage) of serving its customers are 
$27.66 for residential users and 
$35.71 for residential users. 

The PSC said that the smaller 
move of fixed costs into monthly 
charges is in keeping with its 
“long-held adherence to the rate¬ 
making principle of gradualism,” 
which is intended to protect cus¬ 
tomers from abrupt rate shifts. 

Owen Electric said that 
changing the rate structure would 
help insulate the cooperative 
from revenue erosion as it moves 
more aggressively into demand- 
side management and energy effi¬ 
ciency programs that are intended 
to reduce overall electric con¬ 
sumption by giving customers 
incentives to adopt energy-saving 


measures. 

The PSC agreed, saying that 
that is especially true for utilities 
such as Owen Electric, which is 
strictly a power distributor and 
does not itself generate electricity. 
The PSC also approved Owen 
Electric’s request to offer its cus¬ 
tomers four optional rate plans. 
Three of the optional plans are 
time-of-day rates, which charge 
higher rates for electricity con¬ 
sumed at times of peak demand 
in exchange for lower rates most 
of the time. The fourth optional 
rate is an “inclining block” rate, 
which offers a lower monthly 
charge of $15.78 in exchange for 
a per-kilowatt-hour rate that 
increases incrementally with the 
amount of electricity consumed. 
Owen Electric will have to file 
annual reports on the effects of 
the rate changes and its efforts in 
energy efficiency. Six months 
after the final step in the rate 
restructuring is completed, Owen 
Electric will have to file a report 
detailing the revenue impacts of 
the changes and the progress of 
its efforts to reduce energy con¬ 
sumption. The final report must 
include Owen Electric’s proposals 
for any further rate restructuring 
and changes to its demand-side 
management or energy efficiency 
programs. 

The PSC order, as well as 
documents filed in the case, are 
available on the PSC website, psc. 
ky.gov. The case number is 2011- 
00037. 

PSC is an independent agency 
attached for administrative pur¬ 
poses to the Energy and Environ¬ 
ment Cabinet. It regulates more 
than 1,500 gas, water, sewer, elec¬ 
tric and telecommunication utili¬ 
ties operating in Kentucky and 
has approximately 90 employees.

U.S. Housing and Urban 
Development Secretary Shaun 
Donovan today announced HUD 
will speed federal disaster assis¬ 
tance to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky and provide support to 
homeowners and low-income 
renters forced from their homes 
following a severe storms, torna¬ 
does, straight-line winds, and 
flooding in February and March. 

Yesterday, President Obama 
issued a disaster declaration for 
Johnson, Kenton, Laurel, Law¬ 
rence, Menifee, Morgan, and 
Pendleton Counties. The Presi¬ 
dent’s declaration allows HUD to 
offer foreclosure relief and other 
assistance to certain families liv¬ 
ing in these counties. 

“Families who may have been 
forced from their homes need to 
know that help is available to 
begin the rebuilding process,” 
said Donovan. “Whether it’s fore¬ 
closure relief for FHA-insured 
families or helping these counties 
to recover, HUD stands ready to 
help in any way we can.” 

HUD IS: 

• Offering the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and other entitle¬ 
ment communities the ability to 
re-allocate existing federal 
resources toward disaster relief - 
HUD's Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant (CDBG) and 
HOME programs give the State 
and communities the flexibility to 
redirect millions of dollars to 
address critical needs, including 
housing and services for disaster 
victims. HUD is currently con¬ 
tacting State and local officials to 
explore streamlining the Depart¬ 
ment's CDBG and HOME pro¬ 
grams in order to expedite the 
repair and replacement of dam¬ 
aged housing; 

• Granting immediate foreclo¬ 
sure relief - HUD granted a 
90-day moratorium on foreclo¬ 
sures and forbearance on foreclo¬ 
sures of Federal Housing Admin¬ 
istration (FHA)-insured home 
mortgages;

IMPLEMENT CONTRACTOR 
REGISTRATION PROGRAMS TO 
DETER STORM CHASERS 

Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way and officials with Kentucky 
Emergency Management are 
encouraging storm-damaged 
communities to implement the 
Attorney General’s Disaster Fraud 
Task Force and Contractor Regis¬ 
tration program to deter fly-by- 
night contractors from preying 
on storm victims. 

“Our Disaster Fraud Task 
Force alerts potential victims to 
the possibility of fraud and lets 
storm chasers and fly-by-night 
contractors know that crimes 
against disaster victims will not 
be tolerated in Kentucky,” Gen¬ 
eral Conway said. “The task force 
also helps communities establish 
a contractor registration program 
to combat fraudulent contract¬ 
ing.” 

The Attorney General’s Disas¬ 
ter Fraud Task Force recommends 
that a registration mechanism be 
set up to identify and require the 
registration of potential contrac¬ 
tors. The program prevents 
fraudulent contracting by: 

• Requiring all potential con¬ 
tractors to submit to register and 
provide identifying information. 

• Requiring all contractors to 
display registration certificates at 
work sites. 

• Publicizing program require¬ 
ments to alert consumers to 
demand only registered contrac¬ 
tors. 

The Disaster Fraud Task Force 
provides local communities with 
sample documentation, including 
certificates, registration forms, 


ordinances and consumer flyers. 
If requested, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office will also provide staff 
to assist in implementing the pro¬ 
gram. 

Kentucky Emergency Man¬ 
agement distributed information 
about the availability of the task 
force and contractor registration 
program to local officials and 
emergency responders across 
Kentucky following the heavy 
storms and deadly tornadoes that 
struck Kentucky on March 3. 

“I commend the Attorney 
General’s swift action to help pre¬ 
vent fraud. Our citizens have 
suffered so much and are vulner¬ 
able, as it is,” Kentucky Emer¬ 
gency Management Director, 
John Heltzel said. “Hopefully this 
action will curtail criminal fraud 
and punish those attempting to 
take advantage of a terrible situa¬ 
tion”.

Details of Kentucky tornado victims 
available federal funding 


Federal disaster 

ASSISTANCE AVAILABLE 

for seven Kentucky counties 

Survivors in seven Kentucky 
counties affected by severe storms, 
tornadoes, straight-line winds 
and flooding Feb. 29 through 
March 3 should apply now for 
federal assistance. 

Federal funding is available to 
affected individuals in Pendleton, 
Johnson, Kenton, Laurel, Law¬ 
rence, Menifee and Morgan 
counties. 

Assistance is available in the 
form of grants for temporary 
housing, basic home repairs, 
other serious disaster-related 
needs and low-interest disaster 
loans. 

Renters, homeowners and 
business owners may qualify for 
help through the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA). However, they must 
apply for assistance. The process 
takes 15 to 30 minutes. 

Registration is available online 
at www.DisasterAssistance.gov or 
by phone at 800-621-FEMA 
(3362). Operators speak many 
languages. Disaster applicants 
who use TTY should call 800- 
462-7585. Those who use 711 or 
Video Relay Service (VRS) should 
call 800-621-3362. 

The toll-free FEMA registra¬ 
tion numbers are available seven 
days a week from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. local time. 

Survivors also can apply for 
federal assistance directly through 
Web-enabled mobile phone 
devices or smartphones. Registra¬ 
tion through the mobile site takes 
three steps: 

Go to m.fema.gov and click 
"Apply Online for FEMA Assis¬ 
tance." You will be directed to 
www.DisasterAssistance.gov; 
Click on Start Registration; and 
Fill out the registration form. 

FEMA will ask for the follow¬ 
ing information: the telephone 
number where applicants can be 
reached; the address where appli¬ 
cants lived at the time of the 
disaster and the address where 
they are staying; their Social 
Security number; a general 
description of damage to proper¬ 


ty and other losses; the name of 
the insurance company and poli¬ 
cy number or agent if the prop¬ 
erty is insured; and bank account 
routing information for direct 
deposit of funds. 

People whose property suf¬ 
fered any storm damage are 
encouraged to document damage 
with photographs and to save 
repair receipts. Damage should be 
reported to the local emergency 
management director and insur¬ 
ance company. 

Many documents may have 
been destroyed by the tornadoes. 
Property owners will eventually 
need to provide proof of owner¬ 
ship. Those who have lost docu¬ 
ments should visit their tax office 
Property Valuation Administrator 
to obtain documentation of own¬ 
ership. This may eliminate long 
delays in receiving eligible FEMA 
funds. 

Individual assistance helps eli¬ 
gible applicants with temporary 
housing assistance, uninsured 
personal property losses and med¬ 
ical, dental and funeral expenses 
caused by the disaster, along with 
other disaster-related expenses 
and serious needs. Low-interest 
disaster loans from the U.S. Small 
Business Administration also will 
be available to cover residential 
and business losses not covered by 
insurance. 

Federal funding is also avail¬ 
able on a cost-sharing basis for 
hazard mitigation measures for all 
of Kentucky. 

FEMA's mission is to support 
our citizens and first responders 
to ensure that as a nation we work 
together to build, sustain, and 
improve our capability to prepare 
for, protect against, respond to, 
recover from, and mitigate all 
hazards. 

Disaster recovery assistance is 
available without regard to race, 
color, religion, nationality, sex, 
age, disability, English proficien¬ 
cy or economic status.

Warmest spring in year fuels active severe weather 


AccuWeather.com reports an 
active severe weather season is 
anticipated in the U.S. during 
spring of 2012 with the most 
widespread warmth since 2004. 

"As far as the forecast for the 
spring of 2012, we do feel like 
it's going to be a mild spring for 
most of the nation from the east¬ 
ern Rockies into the Ohio Valley 
and Great Lakes area," Paul 
Pastelok, expert long-range 
meteorologist and leader of the 
AccuWeather.com Long-Range 
Forecasting Team, said. "At 
least two-thirds of the nation 
could wind up with above-nor¬ 
mal temperatures." 

The Northeast will be mild 
to start, while the central Plains 
and western Texas will be a par¬ 
ticularly warm zone this spring. 

An exception to the mild 
weather will be the Pacific 
Northwest, where temperatures 
will be below normal. 

Active Severe Weather Sea¬ 
son Forecast 

An above-normal number of 
tornadoes is forecast for this 
season with water temperatures 
in the Gulf of Mexico running 
above normal for this time of 
year. The active severe weather 
season follows a deadly year 
with a near-record number of 
tornadoes in 2011. 

Typically, 1,300 tornadoes 
strike the U.S. a year. There 
were nearly 1,700 tornadoes in 
2011, falling short of the record 
1,817 tornadoes set in 2004. 

Rounds of wet weather with 
an active start to the severe 
weather season are in store for 
the Deep South, including east¬ 
ern Texas and the Gulf states, 
during March. 

The rain early in the season 
will be beneficial for drought- 
stricken areas, including south¬ 
ern portions of Louisiana, Mis¬ 
sissippi, southern Alabama, 
southwestern Georgia and the 
western Florida Panhandle. 
Near-normal precipitation is 
expected in this zone for the 
entire spring. 

"Areas that seemed to miss 
out on frequent severe weather 
last year may see an uptick this 
year," AccuWeather.com Expert 
Senior Meteorologist Dan Kot- 
tlowski said. 

More frequent bouts of rain 
and severe weather will migrate 
northward to the mid-Mississip¬ 
pi and Ohio valleys, which were 
not hit as hard as the Deep 
South in 2011, mainly during 
April and May. 

Above-normal rainfall is in 
store for the Tennessee and Ohio 
valleys as cooler, unsettled 
weather settles in the region 
during May. 


"The Tennessee Valley wild 
card will be whether cut-off 
lows bring below-normal tem¬ 
peratures and unsettled weather 
to the region during May," 
according to Pastelok. 

While portions of the South 
will have welcome rain and 
above-normal rainfall this 
spring, drought conditions may 
worsen in central and southern 
portions of Florida. Dry condi¬ 
tions are expected for central 
and southern Florida for most of 
the season. The increasing dry 
conditions may also lead to a 
high fire danger throughout this 
spring season. 

"By the summer, the pattern 
in Florida may flip around with 
more episodes of wet weather," 
Pastelok added. 

Warming Up in 
the Rockies, Plains 

The central Plains and west¬ 
ern and central parts of Texas 
will be particularly warm this 
spring, once a large dome of 
high pressure shifts westward 
and dominates the weather. 

The change to drier, milder 
weather is expected to occur in 
April and May. Temperatures 
will climb above-normal, espe¬ 
cially across Nebraska and Kan¬ 
sas and western and central 
Texas, with below-normal rain¬ 
fall. The persistent dry and mild 
weather is not good news for the 
already drought-stricken Texas 
and the Four Corners region. 

However, across eastern 
Texas, episodes of rain this win¬ 
ter have already begun to chip 
away at drought conditions. 
Some more episodes of wet 
weather, especially earlier in the 
season, will continue to provide 
some relief to communities in 
eastern Texas. 

Farther north, following a 
devastating year of flooding for 
some areas of the Midwest in 
2011, farmers and residents are 
likely wondering what this sea¬ 
son will bring. Fortunately, there 
is a low risk of flooding this 
year for rivers in the northern 
Plains with a lack of substantial 
snowcover. 

Warmth Early for the 
Great Lakes, Then 
Roller-Coaster 
Temperatures 

"The spring [temperatures] 
will start out well above normal 
through the Great Lakes but 
may head into a back-and-forth 
pattern for April and early May, 
more of a typical spring," Pas¬ 
telok said. "Snow chances will 
be limited through March with a 
small chance for a couple of 
events in April." 

The Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan, northern Wisconsin 


and northern and central parts of 
the Lower Peninsula of Michi¬ 
gan will receive above-normal 
precipitation this spring. 

Overall, despite some cool 
periods and chances of snow, 
most of the Great Lakes will end 
up with above-normal tempera¬ 
tures this spring. Chicago and 
Milwaukee will have above¬ 
normal temperatures and near¬ 
normal precipitation. 

Unsettled Periods For Some 

in the Northeast; Mild 

Spring fever alerts are issued 
for the Northeast with a mild 
start to the season expected for 
the balance of the region. 

It will be a nice and mild 
March for the 1-95 corridor, 
spanning Washington, D.C., 
Philadelphia, New York City 
and Boston. Cities across the 
interior Northeast, such as Pitts¬ 
burgh and Buffalo, may even 
have a milder March than areas 
farther east. 

Despite mild weather, there 
will still be some rain events in 
March, especially for the Appa¬ 
lachians. 

Temperatures will flip-flop 
more during April and early 
May with some quick cool shots 
arriving before significant 
warming occurs late in May into 
June. With quick-moving 
storms, precipitation will turn 
out near normal. 

Cool and Unsettled 
in the Northwest; 

Cool California Coast 

Seattle and Portland are both 
forecast to receive above-nor¬ 
mal rainfall with a cool, unset¬ 
tled weather pattern lingering 
during this spring in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

"Mountain snow will linger 
in the Northwest, at times in the 
Sierra Mountains," Pastelok 
said about the early part of the 
spring. 

Cool, damp weather could 
even last right through May 
with a storm track into the 
Northwest. "It will be a slow 
recovery on temperatures late in 
spring into the summer," added 
Pastelok. 

While the interior valleys 
and deserts have near- to slight¬ 
ly above-normal temperatures 
this spring, the coastal areas will 
have a cool onshore flow from 
the Pacific. The marine layer 
will frequently bring in low 
clouds and fog late at night and 
during the morning for the 
coastal communities.

Kentucky women working to bring reform to the commonwealth 


Being a conservative state, 
Kentucky has approached social 
reforms slowly. Suffrage, the 
right for women to vote, was 
considered an upper-class issue, 
and the women leading the way 
to reform were wealthy, influen¬ 
tial, and educated. The fight to 
eradicate alcohol was tied tight¬ 
ly to the early suffrage move¬ 
ment. 

As early as 1800, women 
were pushing for a better legal 
position. It was as late as 1894, 
decades behind most other 
states, before Kentucky passed a 
married woman's property law, 
as well as laws that allowed 
women to make wills, serve on 
the board of directors and keep 


their wages. Because Kentucky 
did not secede from the Union, 
after the Civil War they did not 
have the favorable constitution¬ 
al revisions that women in the 
Confederate states had. 

Laura Clay (1849-1941), 
daughter of Cassius Clay, the 
well known emancipator, was a 
leader in the fight for women's 
rights. When his father decided 
to divorce her mother, Mary 
Jane, after 45 years of marriage 
leaving her with nothing to 
show for her years of managing 
their family estate, White Hall, 
during Clay's long absences 
abroad, it impacted Laura 
strongly and prompted her 
efforts for women's rights. She 


was also a supporter of the tem¬ 
perance movement. Laura never 
married devoting her life to the 
women's suffrage movement. 
She worked with Susan B. 
Anthony in establishing wom¬ 
en's suffrage societies through-

out Kentucky and she was a co¬ 
founder of the Kentucky Equal 
Rights Association, serving as 
president from its conception in 
1888 until 1912. In the 1920 
Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion Laura Clay made United 
States history as the first woman 
to be nominated for president by 
a major political party. She was 
succeeded by her cousin Made¬ 
line McDowell Breckinridge 
(1872-1920). 

Madeline campaigned wide¬ 
ly for the ratification of wom¬ 
en's suffrage and used her hus¬ 
band's position as editor of the 
Lexington Herald to a great 
advantage. Her outstanding 
accomplishments included a 
much-needed change in child 
labor laws; state juvenile court 
system; tuberculosis sanitarium; 
park system in Lexington; and 
playground, model school, and 
settlement house for economi¬ 
cally disadvantaged children. 
The Nineteenth Amendment to 
the United States Constitution 
was passed shortly before she 
died. This amendment prohibit¬ 
ed any United States citizen 
from being denied the right to 
vote based on sex. She was able 
to vote only once in her life, in 
the November United States 
presidential election, 1920,

before suffering a stroke and 
dying on Thanksgiving Day, at 
the age of 48. 

Another free thinking Ken¬ 
tucky woman was Madeline's 
sister-in-law, Sophonisba 
Breckinridge (1866-1948). 
Sophonisba's father William 
Preston was a Southern liberal 
who believed that women had a 
right to education and expected 
his daughter to either marry or 
support herself when was older. 
In 1894, when her father lost in 
an election she decided to study 
in his law office. Both Sophonis¬ 
ba's father and her brothers did 
not agree with her decision to 
study the legal system but did 
allow her to continue. In 1894 
she became the first woman to 
pass the bar exam in Kentucky, 


although she did not continue in 
this field. Instead, she turned her 
attention in another direction. 

Sophonsiba became more 
involved in social work looking 
at the administration of welfare 
and the direction social reform

such as Jane Addams, she cre¬ 
ated the Woman's Peace Party, 
of which she was a secretary. 
Even though Sophonisba's 
beliefs about the role of govern¬ 
ment were not shared by many 
she did help create the Social 
Service Review in 1927 which 
focused on the role the govern¬ 
ment plays in society. 

Also among the women 
making a difference in Ken¬ 
tucky was American educator 
Katherine Rebecca Pettit (1868- 
1936). She was a native of Lex¬ 
ington, but she gave her life to 
working in the mountains of 
southeastern Kentucky. She 


determined that education was 
primary to upgrading family 
conditions existing in the iso-

lated area. She began the first 
rural social settlement work 
ever undertaking in the country. 

A member of the Woman' 
Christian Temperance Union 
and the Kentucky Federation of 
Women's Clubs she spent three 
summers in social settlement 
work at Camp Cedar Grove, 
Camp Industrial (which later 
became the Hindman Settlement 
School, and Sassafras Social 
Settlement). Pettit said the goal 
of Hindman was "to know all 
we can and teach all we can." 

In 1913, Pettit co-founded 
Pine mountain Settlement 
School with Ethel deLong 
Aznde in Harlan County, Ken¬ 
tucky. The work of Katherine 
Pettit became widely known.

CONTRACT BEFORE YOU SIGN IT 

A contract is a written agree¬ 
ment between two or more par¬ 
ties in which an offer is made and 
accepted. The Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) advises that if you are 
thinking about signing a con¬ 
tract, make sure you fully under¬ 
stand it first. If you rent an apart¬ 
ment or have your own cell phone 
plan, you have probably signed a 
contract. If you have taken out a 
federal student loan, you entered 
a contract when you signed your 
Master Promissory Note. 

Since a contract sets out in 
detail what each party is obligated 
to do for the other party, you 
should read each contract thor¬ 
oughly and ask questions. If one 
of the parties agrees to make a 
change in the contract, make sure 
the change is in writing. Get all of 
your questions answered before 
you sign the contract, and keep a 
copy after you have signed. In 
some cases, you may want to have 


an attorney review the contract 
before you sign it. 

Consumer protection laws let 
you cancel some contracts within 
three days of signing. Before you 
sign any contract, find out if you 
have that option. If you do not, 
your options of getting out of the 
contract are limited. 

If someone uses high-pressure 
tactics to get you to sign a con¬ 
tract, consider that a warning sign 
and consider walking away from 
the agreement. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s grant 
and scholarship programs, includ¬ 
ing the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship (KEES). 

To learn how to plan and pre¬ 
pare for higher education, go to 
www.gotocollege.ky.gov.

FEMA registration process in three easy steps 


Survivors of the recent Ken¬ 
tucky tornadoes who suffered 
damage should register for disas¬ 
ter assistance with the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, 
even if they have insurance or 
aren’t sure they’re eligible for help. 

Federal disaster assistance may 
provide for losses not covered by 
insurance. Grants may be avail¬ 
able to help pay for rental assis¬ 
tance and emergency home 
repairs. Reimbursement for other 
serious disaster-related expenses 
may include medical, dental, 
funeral or burial costs. 

Following are the three basic 
steps to receiving disaster assis¬ 
tance: 

Step One: Registration 

Registration is available online 
at www.DisasterAssistance.gov or 
by phone at 800-621-FEMA 
(3362). Help is available in many 
languages. Disaster applicants 
who use TTY should call 800- 
462-7585. Those who use 711 or 
Video Relay Service should call 
800-621-3362. 

The toll-free FEMA registra¬ 
tion numbers are available seven 
days a week from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. local time. 

Survivors also can apply for 
federal assistance directly through 
Web-enabled mobile phone 
devices or smartphones. Registra¬ 
tion through the mobile site takes 
three steps: 

Go to m.fema.gov and click 
“Apply Online for FEMA Assis¬ 
tance.” You will be directed to 
www.DisasterAssistance.gov; 
click on “Start Registration”; and 
fill out the registration form. 

If you have insurance, contact 
your agent before registering with 
FEMA. 

Before calling FEMA, make 
sure you have your Social Securi¬ 
ty number, current mailing 
address, the address of the dam¬ 
aged property, a brief description 
of the damages and any insurance 
information, including the policy 
number and the name of your 
agent, and a phone number where 
you can be reached. 

Fill out and return your Small 
Business Administration low- 
interest disaster loan application 
if you receive one after register¬ 
ing. Returning the application 
does not obligate you to accept an 
SBA loan, but a completed appli¬ 
cation must be returned in order 
to be considered for other types 
of federal disaster assistance. 

Step Two: Inspections 


After you register, a FEMA- 
contracted housing inspector will 
call you to set up an appointment 
to inspect your property. There is 
no charge for this service, but it is 
a necessary step to determine 
damages. 

Make sure your home or mail¬ 
box number is easily visible from 
the road. As part of the inspec¬ 
tion process, you must provide 
proof of ownership or occupancy: 

Homeowners may show a tax 
bill, deed, mortgage payment 
receipt or insurance policy with 
the property's address. If you lost 
copies of your deed or titles in the 
tornado you can go to the PVA 
office located in the Pendleton 
County Courthouse on Main 
Street in Falmouth and get cop¬ 
ies. 

Renters may show a lease, rent 
payment receipt, utility bill or 
other document confirming the 
home was their primary residence 
at the time of the disaster. Home- 
owners and renters must also 
present a valid driver's license or 
other photo ID. 

Many documents may have 
been destroyed by the tornadoes. 
Property owners will eventually 
need to provide proof of owner¬ 
ship. Those who have lost docu¬ 
ments should visit their tax office 
Property Valuation Administrator 
to obtain documentation of own¬ 
ership. This may eliminate long 
delays in receiving eligible FEMA 
funds. 

Step Three: Keep in Touch 

Among the top five reasons 
applicants fail to receive federal 
assistance grants is FEMA's 
inability to contact them after 
they apply. FEMA tries to reach 
applicants numerous times before 
a decision on an application is 
made. It is vital that you inform 
FEMA of any change in tele¬ 
phone number and/or mailing 
address.

Receiving a FEMA Grant 

FEMA will issue funds if you 
are found eligible for a grant 
under the Individuals and House¬ 
holds Program. If you have pro¬ 
vided banking information to 
FEMA, the funds will be depos¬ 
ited directly into your account. 
This option can often speed up 
the process of receiving assistance. 

If you do receive a check, 
deposit it as soon as possible. 

You must use the money for 
the disaster-related assistance for 
which it is intended. You will 
receive a letter outlining how the 
funds are to be spent. Keep repair 
receipts and document damages 
with photographs and videos 
whenever possible. Damages 
should be reported to the local 
emergency management director 
(a contact list is available online

Wildcats first pitch tomorrow with new BBCOR bats 


Weather permitting, the 
Wildcat baseball team will take to 
the mound and the first pitch of 
the 2012 season will be thrown 
from their new location behind 
PCHS on Iler Field at Volunteer 
Park. The major question mark 
for every high school, not only in 
Kentucky, but nationwide will 
be, what will it be like hitting. 

The reason? The National 
Federation of State High School 
Associations has adopted a bat 
standard for this year called 
BBCOR (bat-ball coefficient of 
restitution), which basically 
requires that metal bats act more 
like wooden ones, reducing the 
speed of the ball off the bat. 

Why? Wildcat Varsity Base¬ 
ball coach Josh Hamm explains, 
"The bat change from the BESR 
standard to the BBCOR standard 
was a nation wide safety issue. 
Simply put the baseball won't 
come off of the bat as hard as it 


may have in the past." 

The NCAA adopted the 
BBCOR standard in 2011, and 
batting averages, homers, and 
pitcher's ERA's in Division I 
dropped to their lowest in 30 
years. 

Against hard-throwing pitch¬ 
ers, the change won't be as notice¬ 
able as the heat from the pitcher 
will supply some of the lost 
power. But those in high school 
are few and far between. And the 
bats have a smaller sweet spot to 
drive the ball. As a result, balls 
hit off the handle are not going to 
carry as far as they have in the 
past. 

Most expect the bottom of 
batting orders to notice the hug¬ 
est difference where hitters may 
e younger and not as strong to 
provide the missing power them¬ 
selves. 

For the coaches, the change of 
bats lead to a change in strategy. 


"1 expect people will see fewer 
games with scores like 12-9 and 
more games with 3-2 or 2-1 
scores." coach Hamm pointed 
out. "The emphasis across the 
state this year will be defense and 
small ball (baserunning, bunting, 
hit and run)." 

The Cats get their first chance 
to try Wildcat small ball in a Var¬ 
sity, 5:15 p.m., and JV double- 
header versus Silver Grove on 
Wednesday night at home. 

Varsity only hosts Paris at 
5:30 on Thursday while the JV 
has their first solo action on Fri¬ 
day night in a home matchup vs 
Calvary Christian at 5 p.m. 

Varsity and JV have a double- 
header at home vs Lloyd on 
Wednesday with first pitch sched¬ 
uled for noon, while the marquee 
early season matchup is Monday 
at home vs. the Breds of Harrison 
County. Varsity will start at 5 
p.m. for that game.

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University of Kentucky snares the number one overall seed 

Three of four No. 1 seeds lost this weekend leading to Madness 


This time around, the mad¬ 
ness began before the brack¬ 
ets even came out. Kentucky, 
Syracuse and North Carolina all 
earned top seeding for the NCAA 
tournament Sunday despite week¬ 
end losses that brought even more 
intrigue to the three-week, 67- 
game tournament better known 
as March Madness. 

Michigan State earned the 
other No. 1 seed and was the only 
one of the four top-billed teams 
to win its conference tournament. 
The Spartans defeated Ohio State 
68-64 in the Big Ten title game 
— a contest widely viewed as the 
game for the last No. 1 seed, even 
if selection committee chairman 
Jeff Hathaway wouldn’t quite go 
there. 

While No. 2 seeds Kansas, 
Duke, Missouri and Ohio State 
wonder whether they could’ve 
been rated higher, teams such as 
Drexel, Seton Hall, Mississippi 
State and Pac-12 regular-season 
champion Washington think 
about what might have been. 
Those bubble teams were left out, 
and all will be wondering how 
Iona, California and South Flor¬ 
ida made it. In the moments im¬ 
mediately after the brackets came 
out, the Iona-Drexel debate was 
the most traction, 
ey weren’t the last team 
in,” Hathaway said of Iona. “They 
had a very good non-conference 
strength of schedule; they were 
44. I know a lot of people are 
going to try to compare them to 
Drexel, and Drexel was well over 
200. ... We think we got that one 
right. Obviously, a lot of people 
will debate it, and that’s what 
makes it fun.” 

Next up, the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment a 68-team free-for-all that 
starts with first-round games 
Tuesday. That’s the first step en 
route to the Final Four, which be¬ 
gins March 31 in New Orleans. 

Kentucky and Syracuse each 


enter the tournament with only 
two losses. Both were shoo-ins 
for top seeds — Hathaway all 
but said so last week — though 
their recent losses certainly will 
add more guesswork to those mil¬ 
lions of brackets being filled out 
at spring training sites, corporate 
board rooms and everywhere else 
across America. 

Syracuse fell to Cincinnati in 
the Big East semifinals on Fri¬ 
day; Kentucky lost to Vanderbilt 
in the Southeastern Conference 
title game, and the Tar Heels lost 
to Florida State in the ACC finals 
Sunday. Combined with Kansas’ 
loss to Baylor in the Big 12 semifi¬ 
nals, this marked only the second 
time since 2003 that the top four 
teams in The Associated Press poll 
all lost in the same week. 

Kentucky, placed in the South 
region, earned the overall No. 1 
seed and will open the tourna¬ 
ment against the winner of a first- 
round game between Mississippi 
Valley State and Western Ken¬ 
tucky. No. 8 seed Iowa State will 
play defending champion Con¬ 
necticut. Elsewhere in the South, 
No. 5 Wichita State plays No. 12 
VCU, a Final Four team last year, 
while No. 4 Indiana plays No. 13 
New Mexico State. 

On the bottom of that bracket, 
No. 2 Duke plays No. 15 Lehigh, 
and No. 7 Notre Dame plays No. 
10 Xavier, while No. 3 Baylor 
plays No. 14 South Dakota State 
and sixth-seeded UNLV plays 
llth-seeded Colorado, which 
won its way into the bracket by 
winning the Pac-12 tournament. 

In the West, top-seeded Mich¬ 
igan State will begin its quest for 
its seventh Final Four since 1999 
against No. 16 LIU. No. 8 Mem¬ 
phis plays No. 9 St. Louis, as Rick 
Majerus takes his third team to 
the NCAA tournament. No. 5 
New Mexico plays No. 12 Long 
Beach State, and No. 4 Louisville 
plays No. 13 Davidson. 


The bottom of the bracket fea¬ 
tures No. 2 Missouri against No. 
15 Norfolk State and No. 7 Flor¬ 
ida against No. 10 Virginia. Mis¬ 
souri was ranked eighth overall 
and Hathaway said the Tigers bad 
strength of schedule cost them 
in the seeding, even though they 
won the Big 12 tournament. 

Elsewhere in the West, No. 6 
Murray State plays No. 11 Colo¬ 
rado State, and No. 3 Marquette 
will play the winner of a first- 
round game between 14 seeds 
BYU and Iona. 

In the East region, No. 1 Syra¬ 
cuse plays No. 16 UNC Asheville 
and No. 8 Kansas State plays No. 
9 Southern Mississippi. No. 5 
Vanderbilt plays No. 12 Harvard, 
and No. 4 Wisconsin plays No. 
13 Montana. 

On the bottom, No. 2 Ohio 
State plays No. 15 Loyola (Md.), 
No. 7 Gonzaga plays No. 10 West 
Virginia, No. 3 Florida State plays 
No. 14 St. Bonaventure and No. 
6 Cincinnati plays No. 11 Texas, 
which made it off the bubble. 

In the Midwest, No. 1 North 
Carolina will play the winner of 
a first-round game between 16 
seeds Lamar and Vermont. No. 
8 Creighton will play No. 9 Ala¬ 
bama. No. 5 Temple meets the 
winner of 12 seeds California and 
South Florida and No. 4 Michi¬ 
gan plays No. 13 Ohio. 

No. 2 Kansas meets No. 15 
Detroit on the bottom of the 
bracket, and No. 7 Saint Mary’s 
plays No. 10 Purdue; No. 3 
Georgetown plays No. 14 Bel¬ 
mont, and No. 6 San Diego State 
plays No. 11 NC State. 

Other bubble teams left out 
included Miami (Fla.), North¬ 
western, and Nevada. Meanwhile, 
Washington became the first team 
to win a regular-season title in a 
power conference and miss the 
tournament.

Challenges, Surprises, and Fulfill¬ 
ment By: Angela Cowser 

What have you found to be the 
most challenging aspect of being in 
ministry? Sexism. In my role as a 
community organizer, being female 
has been a challenge when working 
with male clergy who’ve been steeped 
in and affirmed inside an unreflec- 
tive, unreconstructed, patriarchal 
understanding of ecclesial leadership. 

A group of female clergy who are 
in sustained relationship with each 
other, especially across race and eth¬ 


nicity, can be an important support 
in helping women better understand 
what they do and why. 

A privatized practice of religion 
that disconnects and neglects the 
public and policy implications of 
Christian ministry. I have been trou¬ 
bled by the pervasiveness of private, 
therapeutic hermeneutics, ethics, and 
pastoral care, which are disconnected 
from or silent about the public impli¬ 
cations of the gospel. Should church¬ 
es have a role in public education 
when systems are found to be inequi¬ 
table? Could we have been pro-active 
in helping potential homeowners 
understand the mortgage market, 
thereby avoiding toxic mortgage 
products? Is there more we can say 
and do over time—to help members 
in both congregations and communi¬ 
ties improve their health? We are 
good at emphasizing religion’s private 
face, while neglecting a more public, 
political, and prophetic role. The

EDUCATION FOR YOUTH 


“Ewww, not broccoli!” or 
“I’m not eating those car¬ 
rots!” are common phrases 
echoed by many children at 
mealtimes, but it doesn’t 
have to be this way. Parents 
can do several things to get 
children to eat and enjoy a 
variety of fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles. 

Fruits and vegetables are 
important sources of fiber 
and many vitamins children 
need for their health, growth 
and development. TheU.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
MyPlate is a guideline for 
how to eat healthy. MyPlate 
suggests vegetables and 
fruits comprise half of a 
typical meal. Children 
develop food preferences at 
an early age so the earlier 
and more often children eat 
vegetables, the better. 

Many children claim 
they do not like certain veg¬ 
etables when they’ve never 
tasted them. Make sure 
your children taste a partic¬ 
ular vegetable before they 
decide not to like it. Some¬ 
times children don’t like the 
way a vegetable is prepared, 
which causes them believe 
they don’t like a vegetable. 
If your children don’t like a 
cooked vegetable, try offer¬ 
ing it raw or mixed with 
other foods and vice versa. 
You can set a good example 
for your children by con¬ 
suming more vegetables and 
fruits yourself, especially 
during family mealtimes 
when children are watching 
you. 

Parents should make sure 
children have ready access 
to fruits and vegetables. 
Make sure vegetables of 


some form are offered at 
every meal. Offering a vari¬ 
ety of vegetables at meal¬ 
time will allow children to 
pick the one they like. Pre¬ 
washing and keeping small 
bags of vegetables in the 
refrigerator allow the child 
to easily access and eat veg¬ 
etables as snacks. 

Children are more likely 
to try things that they’ve 
helped prepare. Growing a 
garden, letting your child 
help you cook and visiting a 
farmers market or grocery 
store and allowing them to 
select the vegetables are 
good ways to get children to 
eat vegetables. 

Remember that serving 
sizes for children are smaller 
than adult serving sizes. A 
general guideline is one 
serving equals one table¬ 
spoon of a vegetable for 
each year of the child’s age. 
Also remember that chil¬ 
dren are individuals and 
vary in how much they eat 
and what they like. 

If your child still refuses 
a particular vegetable, keep 
trying. Children tend to 
fear new foods, and many 
times it will take them eight 
to 10 tries before they are 
ready to taste the vegetable. 
It may take them even lon¬ 
ger to decide they like it. 

Vegetables should be 
offered in a relaxed environ¬ 
ment. Forcing, threatening, 
punishing or offering a 
reward for eating vegetables 
have proven to be unsuc¬ 
cessful strategies to get chil¬ 
dren to eat and like vegeta¬ 
bles. 

For more information on 
healthy eating, contact the 
Pendleton County Cooper¬ 
ative Extension Service. 


Septic systems are used in 
Kentucky where municipal sew¬ 
age treatment is not available. 
They are an effective, long-stand¬ 
ing method of collecting, treating 
and disposing of homeowner 
wastewater, provided they are 
properly sited and installed . 
However, a well-sited, properly 
sized and installed system will fail 
if not properly maintained. A 
failed septic system creates prob¬ 
lems such as noxious odors, lower 
property values, surface water 
contamination and groundwater 
ollution and may be a health 
azard. Repair and replacement 
costs are considerable. 

You can find additional infor¬ 
mation on assessing septic system 
performance and reducing the 
potential risk of groundwater 
contamination from a KY-A-Syst 
publication: Household Waste- 
water Treatment (IP-44). You can 
use this self-evaluation to deter¬ 
mine performance and for keep¬ 
ing the system maintained. 

You can assemble several com¬ 
ponents to create an effective 
septic system. But the most com¬ 
mon system Kentucky home- 
owners use is called a conven¬ 
tional system and consists of a 
septic tank and drainfield. The 
septic tank is a reinforced, water¬ 
tight, concrete box buried in the 
ground near the house to provide 
primary treatment of the waste- 
water. 

Sound operation and mainte¬ 
nance practices include water 
conservation, keeping harmful 
substances out of the system and 
having your system inspected and 
pumped on a regular basis. Good 
operation and maintenance prac¬ 
tices start with everyone in the 
household knowing what dam¬ 
ages the septic system. Having a 
diagram of the complete system 
indicating distances and locations 
of the tank and drainfield helps 
avoid practices that can harm the 
drainfield and assists in regular 
maintenance activities. 

Pumping the septic tank regularly 
is probably the single most 
important thing you can do to 
protect the system. You should 
remove the solids that settle out 
in the tank every three to six years 
depending on water usage and 
the amount of inorganic materi¬ 
als entering the system. A guide 
to follow with a 1,000-gallon 
tank is to pump every three years 
for a household of four or more 
people and pump every six years 
for one with two people (increase 
times by one-half for 1,500-gal¬ 
lon tanks). 

You also can determine when 
you need to pump by opening 
the top of the tank and making 
some measurements and observa¬ 
tions. Never inspect a tank alone, 
and never go down into a tank. 
Toxic gases are produced by the 
natural treatment processes in the 
tank and can kill quickly. Pump 
the tank when the sludge layer at 
the bottom of the tank is 18 
inches deep or the scum layer 
thickens to within 3 inches of the 
outlet baffle or sanitary tee outlet. 

Solids should be removed by a 
certified tank pumper and dis¬ 
posed of in an approved manner 
and location. Be sure that the 


pumper removes all of the mate¬ 
rial in the tank. It is not necessary 
to leave some sludge to “restart” 
the biological processes; nor is it 
necessary to scrub or disinfect the 
tank. 

When not removed in a time¬ 
ly manner, overflowing solids 
from the tank accumulate in the 
drainfield clogging the soil and 
backing up the system. This dam¬ 
ages the drainfield and may 
require constructing a new drain- 
field in a different location on the 
property. 

The drainfield is the most 
important component of a con¬ 
ventional septic system. It pro¬ 
vides final treatment of wastewa¬ 
ter. The more water used in the 
household, the greater the possi¬ 
bility of having problems with 
the drainfield. Careful and regu¬ 
lar maintenance of the tank 
extends drainfield life. 

Water conservation reduces 
the amount of wastewater deliv¬ 
ered to the drainfield. Keeping 
faucets and toilets from leaking 
with periodic checks and repairs 
certainly reduces wastewater. Do 
not allow foundation drains, roof 
gutters and other surface waters 
to enter the septic system. 

Be aware of products or 
household systems that can dam¬ 
age or reduce the effectiveness of 
the septic system. Reducing gar¬ 
bage disposal use reduces the 
amount of solids going to the 
septic tank. Households with gar¬ 
bage disposal units produce about 
double the solids as those without 
such units. 

The scum layer on top of the 
wastewater in the septic tank is 
primarily made up of oils, fats 
and grease from the kitchen. 
When homeowners use hot water 
to flush grease or fat down the 
drain, it may pass through the 
tank directly into the drainfield 
lines where it can rapidly clog soil 
pores. 

Placing even small quantities 
of pesticides, paint thinners, sol¬ 
vents, drain cleaners, poisons and 
other harsh household chemicals 
into the septic system can kill the 
microbes in the tank and drain- 
field that decompose solids and 
purify the wastewater. Unfortu¬ 
nately, some organic solutions are 
not treated in the septic tank and 
can flow directly into the drain- 
field where they are not effec¬ 
tively treated by the soil before 
reaching the groundwater. 

You need a generic groundwa¬ 
ter protection plan for all septic 
systems in Kentucky, which you 
may find at your local county 
extension office, local libraries 
and most local health depart¬ 
ments. Questions related to these 
plans should be addressed to the 
Kentucky Division of Water.

Kentucky has an abun¬ 
dance of forest, most of it 
commercially viable 
through the sale of timber 
and non-timber products. 
The majority of Kentucky’s 
timber is privately grown 
and processed and is one of 
the largest agriculture and 
natural resource industries 
in Kentucky The statistics 
are impressive: Kentucky 
ranks as one of the top three 
hardwood producing states 
in the United States. Twelve 
million acres, almost half of 
Kentucky’s land base, are 
forested. Trees make up 
parkland and private set¬ 
tings as well, so forestry 
offers a wide variety of 
learning situations for 
youth, personally and pro¬ 
fessionally. Youth can learn 
about things as varied as 
logging, wood industry 
training programs, to shii¬ 
take mushroom production. 
According to the U.S. For¬ 
est Service, the total eco¬ 
nomic impact of Kentucky’s 
forests and related indus¬ 
tries contributes more than 
$8 billion each year to the 
state’s economy, and it 
employs more than 30,000 
people. Most of Kentucky’s 
forests consist of hard¬ 
woods, with oaks, yellow 
poplar, hickories, ash, cher¬ 
ry and walnut contributing 
to the economic value of the 
forest industry. Woodlands 
also are valuable for provid¬ 
ing habitat to a wealth of 
wildlife, from black bears to 
bobcats. These woodlands 
also serve as a backdrop for 
much of the recreational 
and tourist activities in the 
state and provide ecosystem 
services such as water and 
air filtration, carbon seques¬ 
tration and flood control. 

4-H offers several oppor¬ 
tunities for youth to expand 
their knowledge of forestry, 
including timber, ecosys¬ 
tems, forest management, 
and more, through hands- 
on education. 


All of the 4-H forestry pro¬ 
grams aim to: 

• Develop leadership skills 
and character development 

• Develop appreciation of 
trees in various settings 
(yard, parks, woodlands) 

• Understand the need for 
conservation and manage¬ 
ment of woodland resources 

• Gain practical forestry 
skills 

• 4-H programs will vary 
by county. 

Here are some examples 
of 4-H forestry programs: 

• Basic Forestry: Younger 
4-H’ ers can learn by mak¬ 
ing leaf collections, leaf 
prints, exhibits, or displays 
of stems, fruit or leaves for 
competition at both county 
and state fairs. 

• Junior 4-H Field Days: 
Four field days are sched¬ 
uled annually and open to 
4-H’ers ages 9 to 13. Par¬ 
ticipants learn tree identifi¬ 
cation, tree measurement, 
use of a compass and pacing 
as a way to measure dis¬ 
tance. 

• Senior 4-H Field Days: 
Youth ages 14 to 18 com¬ 
pete for a chance to send a 
four-person team to the 
National 4-H Forestry Invi¬ 
tational, held in July. The 
senior event expands upon 
the junior competencies, 
adding testing on forest 
health, topographic map 
reading, forest evaluation 
and competition in the for¬ 
estry bowl. 

• Feadership program: 
older teenagers who have a 
sincere interest in natural 
resources may register for 
this week-long program, 
which teaches basic tools for 
forestry management in 
real-life situations. This is a 
hands-on educational pro¬ 
gram, not a recreation one. 
Scholarships may be avail¬ 
able.

It is 7 a.m. and our six young¬ 
est children just left for school. 1 
thought I would get this column 
written right away this morning. 
1 am battling a bad head cold 
which kept me awake a lot during 
the night. It makes for a very tired 
mind and it doesn’t help matters 
any when 1 think of the extra 
busy week ahead. 

Friday evening we butchered a 
1280 pound beef. We are glad 
temperatures stayed cold with the 
thermometer now showing 20 
degrees. With the mild tempera¬ 
tures during the winter it can be 
tricky to butcher meat. The girls 
and I plan to start putting up the 
beef tomorrow. Joe and the chil¬ 
dren will help when they get 
home. I enjoy the job of cutting 
up beef even though it is a big 
job. 

We washed laundry this 
morning because daughter Eliza¬ 
beth will go to work this after¬ 
noon. While Elizabeth is working 
Susan and I plan to get the tables 
ready for the beef. We want to get 
everything ready today so we can 
tackle the big job tomorrow. 
Hopefully by then I will be feel¬ 
ing better as well. I will do some 
canning but not as much as I 
used to. It is so much easier to 
freeze everything. I like canned 
beef chunks for soups and canned 
hamburger for casseroles. The 
sun is shining brightly already but 
next week it will be an hour later 
with the time change. I always 
like to see the sun come out but 
even more now that we have the 
solar-panels to run our freezer. 

We want to see how much 
room we have in the freezer after 
the beef is done. If we have 
enough room we might butcher a 
hog or two yet if the weather stays 
cold enough. I still have a few 
bags of sausage left in the freezer 
from last year. I mostly use the 


sausage in chili soup and in mak¬ 
ing gravy. Also I use sausage in 
casseroles or pizzas sometime. A 
person cant be thankful enough 
when there is plenty of meat in 
the house for another year. And 
before we know it gardening time 
will be here again. The garden 
also helps fill the jars with food. 
God has been good to us but let 
us not forget to take time to 
thank Him for our blessings. 

Our thoughts and prayers go 
to the families hit by the torna¬ 
does last week. We wish them 
God’s blessings in their recovery 
and rebuilding. Although we 
were not in the area of the torna¬ 
does one of the big red oak trees 
in our yard uprooted during a 
windstorm. We are very thankful 
the children were not home at the 
time because they could have 
been playing in the front yard. 
That night it was a nice sunny 
evening with temperatures in the 
upper 60s. 

Yesterday we had a nice sur¬ 
prise visit from Joe’s Uncle Solo¬ 
mon in Ohio. Joe’s cousin’s son 
Ben was also along. The girls and 
I were making breakfast so we 
had them eat breakfast with us. 
On the menu was eggs, fried 
potatoes, bacon, Swiss and Colby 
cheese, fried brains I fixed from 
beef we butchered. Uncle Solo¬ 
mon helped Joe eat them. I dip 
them in egg and roll them in 
flour and then fry them. They 
come out looking just like a 
chicken breast, you could fool 
someone it looks so much like 
chicken. I never tasted them and 
I don’t think I want to, but Joe 
likes them. I told Joe I am glad 
that is over with for another year. 
Three boys tasted the brains and 
said they were good but none of 
them asked for seconds. The 
highlight of butchering beef for 
our family is having rare beef 
again. It is steak sliced real thin 


and deep-fried a few seconds on 
each side. Grandpa Graber added 
a lot of pepper to it and Mom 
also peppered hers a lot. Joe and I 
like ours very peppery but the 
children just a little. So I fry one 
stack with a lot of pepper and 
another stack with less for the 
children. 

Last week Jacob, Emma, Joe, 
and I attended the viewing of a 
second cousin in a nearby com¬ 
munity. He was a bishop in that 
community and 69 years old. 
Our sympathy goes to the family. 

With it being beef butchering 
time I thought I’d share this reci¬ 
pe which makes for a good casse¬ 
role.
